decease of this distinguished Prelate, of 


the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, and Bishop of the diocese 
of Pennsylvania. His death occurred July 
4th, 1865, on beard the steamship Colorado; 
Yyiag tn the harbor of San Francisco. At 
some years, he had been in feeble 
His voyage hither, around the 
southern extremity of the continent, in the 
‘Dew steamer, was undertaken partly as a 
sanitary measure, and partly as a trip of 
pleasure in connection with his third mar- 
Tiage, which was celebrated - prior to 
his embarkation. 

While the ship lay in the harbor, at 
Panama, Dr. Potter went across the Isth- 
mus, and officiated at the consecration of 
a chapel at Aspinwall. He felt no ill ef- 
fects of this journey and service, till the 
vessel was well on her way to this barbor. 
About the 25th of June, he began feeling 
unwell. In a few days the Panama fever 
became well developed. In consequence of 
his want of a vigorous constitution, and of 
his advancing years, his system could not 
rally, and he died unexpectedly on the day 
mentioned, attended by his wife, by various 
friends, and by all possible alleviations. 
His remains have been embalmed Jand will 
be taken to the East for interment. Fu- 
neral services will be held in Grace Cathe- 
dral next Sunday. 

Dr. Potter was born in La Grange, 
Dutchess county, New York, July 10th, 
1800. He graduated at Union College, in 
1818. Wasa Tutor in that College the 
following year, and became Professor of 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy in 
1821. In 1826 he became Rector of St. 
Paul's church in Boston, having been or- 
dained a priest in 1824. He remained in 
Boston five years; and then, in 1831, be- 
came Vice President and Professor of 
Moral Philosophy at Union. Just before 
going to Boston, he was invited to the Pres- 
idency of Geneva College, but declined it. 
He was consecrated Bishop of Pennsylva- 
nia in 1845. At the time of his dedth he 
had held his high office nearly twenty 
years. 

Dr. Potter distinguished himself in ev- 
ery field he entered. He adorned whatever 
he touched. At Union College, he was 
decidedly the foremost man in the Faculty. 
We saw and heard him there in 1841, and 
marked the esteem in which he was held. 
Daring the last ten years he has stood at 
the head of the Protestant Episcopal Bish- 
ops of America. For ability,- wisdom, 
dignity, piety, efficiency, he had scarcely a 
peer. In every relation of life, public and 
private, he was alike illustrious and beloved. 
He was godly and he was manly—broad in 
sympathy, rich in culture, genial “in taste, 
generous in estimates offothers, plentiful in 
charities, and devoted to the service of 
Christ. He published several books dur- 


ing his life; and some of them are works 


which will live after him. His relatives 
will deeply mourn him. His memory will 
be fragrant among his many friends. 
And the church of his love, and the diocese 
in which he served, will mourn his fall as 
that of their “ beautiful rod,” and the break- 
ing of their strong staff. ‘“ Help, Lord, for 
the godly man ceaseth !” 
Some Faults—A Caution. 

It ever has been, and ever will be, one of 
the chief obstacles to the success of the 
Gospel, that its professed advocates catch 
so little of its true spirit, and reflect it so 
poorly in the living epistle of their lives. 
Were the church, even as it is now consti- 
tuted, with its present numbers, wealth, 
and resources, a manifest incarnation of the 
spirit of true Christianity, with none of 
those base alloys that so mar its beauty and 
lessen its power, Christ, and the fulness of 
the kingdom would not long delay their 
coming. Is there not for instance too much 
of a spirit of worldly conformity in the 
eburch. 

Look at that disposition which leads pro- 
fessed Christians to make distinctions among 
themselves, into. more or less respectable 
castes or classes} as though to be a child of 
God, and a brother of Jesus, were not a 
mark of the very highest respectability, in 
which degrees are~ impossible; as though 
wealth, and a high social position were to 
be accounted of more wortb, in the church 
of Christ than Christian character; as 
though the thought of the inspired James 
were to be reversed, and the man with the 
gold ring and the gay clothing were to be 
treated with the very highest consideration, 
while the poor man, in the vile raiment, 
should have no consideration. Is it not 
the very spirit of worldliness, and uowor- 
thy the disciples of Him who was not only 
poor himself but mingled chiefly with the 
poor, although greatly to the diegust of the 
flaunting and phylacteried piety of the 
times, and who hath chosen the poor of 
this ‘world, rich in faith, to be heirs of 
the kingdom which he has eT to 
them (that Jove him. 

Again, must we not write a “cave” 
against the spirit and manner in which the 
affairs of the church are often administered. 
As though in distrust of the power and 
wisdom of "God, and suspicious that the 
means which He has appointed may prove 
inadequate, the churches have seemed to 
think it necessary sometimes to’ trim Abeir 
sails to catch the breath of popular ap- 
plause, in order to insure Stbeir progress 
and prosperity. We refer especially to the 
excess. of.secular interests that bave en- 


_— their attention. We would not op- 
“ political preaching,” when politics 
the way of truth. We would not 


pit to declare the whole counsel of God 
respecting slavery, intemperance, Sabbath- 
breaking, and especially the claims . of the 
Government that is over us to “our lives, 
our fortunes, and our sacred honor,” but 
has there pot béen, is there not now, dan- 
ing secular interests, at the expense of that 
which is of more importance. Instead of 
following Christ's example and command, 
and rendering unto Cesar the things that 
are Cesar’s, unto God the things that are 


| God's, have we not sometimes been in dan: 


ger of rendering unto Cesar the things 
that are God’s. Because it was uppermost 
in the popular mind, and would draw a 
larger concourse together, have we not 
sometimes been in danger of naming “ coun- 
try” three times when we have named 
Christ but once. We should rejoice, if we 
were mistaken in this matter, and could 
feel that the developments in this direction 
were only the dictates of a normal and 
proper patriotism, inspired by the Word of 
God and the sentiments of true Christian 
Jiberty ; but is there not at least a simple 
caution necessary, that we may not forget 
that Christ's kingdom ruleth over all, and 
that the weapons of our warfare are not 
earnal, though mighty, against strong holds. 
And then the churches that we build for 
the worship of God, and the preachers that 
we train up and employ to preach the gos- 
pel in them—are they always the product 
of a right spirit? If we have more ref- 
erence in the one to the beautifying the 
Square in which they are situated, or the 
outshining of the church edifice of some 
other denomination, than to the honor of 
God and the comfort of the worshippers, 
do we not manifest a worldly spirt? If, 
in the other respect, our ideal of a Chris- 
tian minister is completely satisfied pro- 
vided he is popular in address, and speaks 
so as to fill the pews, are we not chargea- 
ble with worldly conformity? We look 
back with something of contempt upon the 
past ages of the church, as showing far less 
of enlightened sentiment and wisdom, than 
the present, but church history does not in- 
form us of any period, not excepting the 
dark ages themselves, when churches were 
built exclusively for monied men and 
preachers of a certain calibre were retained 
for the edification of the favored few who 
could command their services. There was 
Chrysostom, the first man in education and 
culture of his times, and one ofthe first 
men in eloquence that has ever followed 
Saul of Tarsus in the proclamation of the 
Gospel—was he exclusive? Did he shut 
himself up, or permit himself to be shut 
up in some church edifice, into which only 

those of certain pecuniary qualifications 

should enter? No. The whole people 

were his congreation and his friends, And 

if the proud and elite came to listen to his 

matchless eloquence, they were neither sur- 

prised nor offended to be obliged to elbow 

their way through crowds of the humblest 

and poorest, whose claims upon the gospel 

and its commissioned expounder, were fully 

equal to theirs. And the Roman Catholic 

church, with all her inconsistencies and 

faults, has, at least, been consistent, we be- 
lieve, throughout her whole history, in 

throwing wide open, the doors of her 

churches and cathedrals to all alike. We 

are thankfnl for her example. And we, as 

Protestants, stand rebuked every Sabbath 

morning with respect to the character and 

social position of the people who enter the 

places of worship of the one and of the 

other. It may well be her boast that she 
has never yet built a cathedral so grand, 

(and they are the grandest and most costly 
in the world) that the poorest and humblest 
believer might not kneel on its marble, 
tessalated pavement, with rights equal to 
to the richest and noblest. 

With shrinking and pain, such as a sur- 
geon might feel who probes a dangerous 
wound, have we pointed out these defects of 
the churches ; but we must judge ourselves, 


if we would not be judged. We must re- 
move these fatal stumbling blocks of our 
own making out of the way, if we would 
not be chargeable with the blood of souls. 


Office Discourses.—No. 73. 


Text.—1l Tim., 4:8. “For bodily exercise 
profiteth little.” 


Introduction.— Nevertheless, little as it 
may profit, bodily exercise must be had. | 
There is a necessity for it. In itself it is 
no small matter. It is diminished only by 
the comparison. Spiritual exercise, in the, 
practise of godliness, is of such vast mo- 
ment, and produces such results in riches 
of the heart, that bodily exercise hardly 
comes into the comparison, and seems of 
little worth. But while we are in the flesh, 
bodily exercise demands the utmost care; 
and must, in fact, have a great deal to do ' 
with our ability tobe godly, and to make 
our godliness in the highest 
ble unto all things. 

Argument. 1. We want bodily exercise 
for the wages it brings. The most must 
work with their own hands that they may 
eat. Whether they look at the cunning of . 
their fingers, or at the want which presses 
upon them, they perceive it to be the will of 
God that they shall give themselves to pbys- 
ical toil. And since, they, must, have rai- 
ment, and shelter, as well as food, comfort 
demands of them its amount of bodily ex- 
ertion. And because they are ‘not content | 
with sheer necessities, but desire some va- 
riety and some style in that which they eat, 
drink, wear, and inbabit, convenience adds 
its claims on them for bodily labor. — And,: 
inasmuch as they crave something of come- 
liness and beauty about their persons and 
dwellings, art requires them to prosecute 
their toils. And as they cannot be hermits, 
and wish to please and be pleased, society 
prompts. them to diligence in bodily exer- 
cise. Out of such exercise, by exchange 
of works, and transfer of commodities, the 
wondrous blessings of civilization are at- 
tained, and humanity becomes humane._

PURE WATER—HEALTH OF STOCK. 
_Qar correspondent, S. T.,” Essex 
Mass., in the following communication, 
the attention of the readers of the 
Agriculturist to an important subject. 
Foul water is the fruitfol source of untbrift 
and. disease in animals, besides, it is almost. 
constantly operating, and in time will pro- 
duce effects not perceptible at first. 

“That farmer who has provided for his 
barn-yard a never failing supply of good 
water, and an arrangement by which it is 
brought into the troughs or tubs without 
pumping or drawing, has a convenience, 
the value of which is not likely to be over- 
estimated; but it is a matter of no small 
importance that it be given to the stock 
fresh and . Because’ animals drink 
from a filthy trough, or a muddy and stag- 
nant pool with apparent relish, it does not 
follow that their sense of taste is of a low 
order, and cannot appreciate good feeding. 
Necessity often compels them to drink any- 
where, and whatever they can find. Long 
continued habit deadens, or perverts the 
taste. But animals, with unvitiated tastes, 
left free to choose for themselves, will find 
the purea water as quickly as the sweetest 

; especially is this true of the horse. 
Some are naturally very fastidious about 
both food and drink, and they often suffer 
from thirst rather than drink from a vessel, 
or at a well they dislike. Some men in- 
trusted with- the care of stock, seeing a 
horse tasting and sipping, or playing, as 
they imagine, say he jis not dry; or is whim- 
sical, and bring him back to his stall, there 
to remain, till thirst compels him to drink. 
Thus a real cruelty is ignorantly practised 
against'a dumb beast, when a few moments’ 
attention would discover and remove the 
trouble. Fresh, pure water means more 
than simply water free from sticks, dirt, or 
substances which are readily detected’ by 
the eye.. Water exposed in shallow ves- 
sels to the atmosphere during warm weather, 
quickly loses its fresh and sweet taste. 
Should it remain in a stable twenty-four 
hours, it becomes undrinkable from having 
absorbed the impurities of the air, Am- 
monia, carbonic acid, and all the gases es- 
caping in the stable, are absorbed rapidly 
and in large quantities, by water. During 
hot weather, these gases are always largely 
present, even in well regulated barns, and 
a tub of water exposed ‘to the air in the 
stable yard, or cellar, soon becomes charged 
with them, and-is unfit for any animal to 
drink. Besides, being of a disagreeable 
taste, it becomes slightly aperient. 

“ A cover that fits close to the trough, or 
tub, is some sérvice in keeping out dust 
and dirt, and preventing contact with im- 
pure air, but it is impossible to keep water in 
shallow vesssels about a barnyard and have 
it absolately pure. The safest plan of in- 
suring purity is to draw from the fountain 
head as often as wanted, and when the ani- 
mals haye drank, throw the remainder 
away. It is a common practice in summer 
to keep water in the trough to prevent its 


shallow a trough is made, the less liable it 
is to dry up; but it is better to lose.one oc- 
casionally than always give impure water 
to the stock. Scrupulous cleanliness in the 
care of all the arrangements for furnish- 
ing. water commends itself to every think- 
ing man who is the owner and lover of an- 
imals, in proportion as the ill effects of neg- 
lecting are underst6od.” 


HARD AND WATER. 


_ The effects of hard and soft water in 
cooking different vegetables vary mate- 
rially: Peas and beans cooked in hard 
‘water, containing lime or gypsum, will not 
boil tender, because these substances harden 
vegetable casein.’ In soft water they boil 

der and lose a certain rank, raw taste 
which they retain in hard water. Many 
wegetables (as onions) boil nearly tasteless 
tn soft water hecause all the flavor is’ dis- 
blved ont. The addition of salt often 
s this (as in the case of onions), caus- 
ing.the vegetables to retain the peculiar | jishe 
flavoring principles, besides much nutri- 
éious matter which might "be lost’ in soft 
water. Thus it appears that salt hardens 
the, water degree. For extracting the 
juice of:meat,to make a broth or soup, soft 
water, unsalted and cold at first, is best, for 
it much more readity penetrates the tissues ;

THE LAKE TAHOE WATER PROJECT. 
It is to be presumed that there are very few, if any 
persons, to be found conversant with the growth and 
resources of California, who doubt that the future of 
San Francisco will realize the expectation that the 
day is not distant when, in population and sound com- 
mercial prosperity, it will rival the largest cities of 
the Eastern seaboard. 

The location of our city commands the commerce 
of the Pacific, and the route to the Indies, its mer- 
chants are already the factors, or commercial agents, 
of the agricultural and niiveral wealth of a great. 
number of interior States, as well as ofghose that 
front the seaboard..Nerth.and South. Our extraor- 
dinary growth as a community has sprung from the 
seeds planted here fifteen years ago, the only parallel 
‘is to be found in the wonderful vegetable and mineral 
productions of California soil ; the elements of pros- 
perity are inherent and accumulative. Let there be one 
of more lines of Continental railways—San Francisco 
will be the terminus. Let there be one or more lines 
of Indian Ocean Steameérs—our harbor will be their 
eastern port. The steps to accomplish these grand 
links in a chain of eonitmunication to encircle the | 
world, have’ already been taken. The ovement is 
ohward—thé “consutitfiation is only & “question of’ 
time not distant, but ee ae near, 

All this , it ig mot surprisipg that vast 
schemes are daily projected ; entefpriseé that, under 
other circumstances, would be considered visionary. 
In this light must be regarded the project-of bringing 
asupply of water to meet the future necessities of 
millions from a point as far distant as Lake Tahoe. 

The designers of this measure have looked far into 
the future. It. is reasonable to. suppose that those 
who originated and carried out the Spring Valley en- 
terprise, are familiar with its present and prospective 
capacity to meet the inevitable wants of the future 
of San Francisco. Some regard the new scheme with 
amazement, others ‘with distrust ; but none who have 
faith in the destiny of our city, will deny that its popu- 
lation ten years hence, will require a vast accession 
to the capacity of the existing reservoirs and service 
pipes. 

It is natural to look firet to nearer sources of sup+ 
ply, and the projectors of this new enterprise claim to 
have done so; they do not feel satisfied that the grand 
object can be attained short of the accomplishment of 
the magnificent scheme they bhuve in view. It is trne 
that a large capital will be required to constrict the 
works, and it will be for them to show by surveys 
and reliable statistics, that their enterprise is to be 
remunerative to the capital employed. Until they 
have done thus much the public should withhold its 
criticism. Experience bas shown thatthe growth of 
all lafye cities has beén affected by the vital question 
of an abundant sapply of pure and wholesome water. 
And it is not to be disputed that few of them, no mat- 
ter how largely the preparations to meet the demands, 
bat have already increased the supply, or are com- 
pelled to make arrangements to do so.
